Cnief Ginn said llia^ n pj 
lice officers in blic.c polo 
^hi'ts were hidden arou jd the 
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house and noticed a car stop- 
ped on a lane about 50 feet 
from the house. 

THEY SAW A man get out 
and carry a box_ toward the 
carport of the Davidson home 
They ordwed him to halt. In- 
stead, he dropped the box, 
whipped out ‘a pistol and fled 
in his- car with police shoot- 
ing at him. 

Officers Hatcher and T. E. 
Tucker led the chase through - 
hilly suburban streets. After 
15 blocks, the officers rammed 
their car into the rear of the 
fleeing auto, slamming it into 
the front yard of a Negro 
home. 

Tarrants began firing a Ger- 
man-made S-mm. submachine 
gun. Hatcher - fell.' Tarrants 
dashed from one yard to am 
other, firing at the police who 
returned the fire. The Navy 
man, Burton, opened his door 
and was shot.

TARRANTS H.AD been . 

: sought as a fugitive from jus- i 
tice. He was arrested at Col- 
lins, Miss., last Dec. 2 with ' 
Sam Bowers Jr., the bead 
of the White Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan, now under ■ 
sentence in two other civil 
rights cases. 

Police said /last December ? 
Tarrants. was arrested on a* ' 
reckless driving charge. Of- 
ficers said then they found an ' 
M3 submachine gun in the' car 
occupied by Tarrants and Bow- 
ers. ■ . 

Tarrants was a suspect in 
a series of bombings in the '■ 
state, police said, . incluiflng 
the bombings of the Meridian 
synagogue. Temple Beth Israel 
in Jackson and: the homes of 
three members of a biracial . 
group, the Committee of Con- 
cern. 

THE DYNAMITE bomb left | 

: on . the Davidson’s carport — i 
29 sticks wired to a clock set 
i.for 2 a. m.— was defused by of- 
ficers minutes after the battle.

Communist- i 
Jew conspiracy which* threat- 
ens our country— any means;, 
necessary shall be used . . * 

The notebook was .not ad- 
dressed to anyoife. It added : 
that Tarrants was forced to - 
go underground because he i 
was “framed” . on : federal ( 
charges of . violating .the Na- / 
tional Firearms Act after his , 
arrest with Bowers. ■

I solve that “she shall not have 
died in vain.” 

Mrs. .Ainsworth, 26, was 
shot to death early yesterday 
as Mendian police chased a 
car from the home of a prom- 
inent Jewish businessman. 
They said the other occupant 
of the car, Thomaa A. Tar- 
rants. IH of Mobile, Ala., had 
tried to. leave a box of ^- 
namite at the home of Meyer 
David^. , 

Tarrants was critically 
wounded. He was charged 
with attempted-murder of a 
policeman. 

A statement issued - this 
morning by Americans for 
Preservation of the White 
Race- and signed by' Wl T. 
Pickel, the president- of 
APWR’s iJadtson chapter, 
called Mrs. Ainsworth . “ex- 
ceptionally neat, refined and 
most intelligent.” 

It smd, “iris incumbent on 
those who knew her to draw 
renewed dedication from the 
memory of her short life, and 
to- firmly resolve that Kathy 
Amsworth shall not have died 
in vam.” 

Meridian Police Chief C. L. 
“Roy” Gunn said today that 
Mrs. Ainsworth’s husband was 
in Meridian yesterday after 
his wife- was killed. Gunn said 
the husband is a Natimal 
Guardsman in summer train- 
ing at Camp Shelby, south of 
Hattiesburg. 
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
